4)  Within  1 5  days  the  company  will  clarify  what  it  considers 
proprietary  and  confidential  and  subject  to  non-compete  under  your 
employee  agreement. 

5)  The  idea  of  a  DARPA  related  subcontract  from  Thinking  Machines 
Corporation  to  you  is  on  hold. 

6)  The  permission  to  you  in  Mirza  Mehdi's  letter  of  July  1 5, 1 992  is 
hereby  withdrawn. 

7)  You  may  want  to  engage  a  lawyer  to  help  finalize  an  agreement 
with  the  company. 

I  hope  that  we  can  get  past  this  most  serious  issue  and  resume  the  joint 
dream  we  were  working  on  at  our  meeting  Monday,  August  3.
